Since it is impossible to contact over 6,000 stu- 
dents in the space of five days, the committee has decided 
to extend the campaign so that everyone will be able to don- 
ate. 

A very small proportion of the money which has been 
collected has been handed in to the Treasurer, since can- 
vassers are advised to retain their envelopes until all their 
contacts have been made. Only 27.5ÇÔ of the $5,000 object- 
ive has been received by the Combined Charities committee. 



No money has been handed in 
from 1 ho fucultlcB of Arts and 
Science and post-grnduato studies, 
wkeroas Engineering and Medici- 
ne have already collected n con- 
siderable amount. All canvassers 
are urged to keep on the job for 
one more week, in order to mako 
this a record breaking year. 

Last year was th,o first time 
that the method of direct canvass- 
ing was employed. This year tbo 
executive has gone one step fur- 
ther, saying that no other method 
except direct canvassing will bo 
used. For this reason there have 
beeu no stunts, dances or any 
other money rolslng activity. 

The committee hopes to sur- 
pass the record of 1 3,9 38 which 
was donated last year. 

Divinity was the only faculty 
to reach its objective with a total 
donation of $31.35. The commit- 
tee Itself sets the objectives of 
the various faculties, according to 
their respective registrations. 

The avcrago donation last year 
was $2, but a very small percent- 
age of McGlll students donated.

LPP Speaker 
Blasts American 
Comic Books 

According to Mr. Frank Arnold, 
who spoko to tho EPP Club on 
November 26, tho importation of 
Comics Into Canada from tho 
United States Is not an accidental 
phenomenon. 



Said Mr. Arnold: "This move- 
ment is designed, to keep the 
peoplo from thinking about tho 
real issues of the day, and to 
Indocrlnato them Into tho Ameri- 
can way of thinking." 

He also said that tho comics 
serve to condition the minds of 
Canadinns to tho American way 
of war and brutality. "Espion- 
nage comics depict the enemy of 
tho Americans: Russians, Ko- 
reans, or Chinese, ns the enso 
may be, as boing sadistic beasts." 

Mr. Arnold went on to say Hint 
tho "supermen, sitpcrhoods, and 
superpolleomeu" of crime and 
punishment comics wore, in real- 
ity, "super Americans". 

"Tho LPP docs not practice 
violence as a means of settliug 
disputes, either national or inter- 
national — tho country behind 
theso comics does," said he. 

Mr. Arnold mentioned that 
movies, pocketbooks, and televis- 
ion nlso figure strongly in "the 
attack upon tho minds of the 
Canadian youth by the United 
States". 

He also stated that, In his 
opinion, the rise in tho production 
of comic books is In proportion 
to the rise of Juvenile delinquen- 
cy In tho United States. 

Mr. Arnold graduated from 
McGlll, faculty of Arts in 193S. 
During his years at college ho 
was active in the Political Econo- 
mics Club, as well ns holding tho 
position of News Editor of the 
Daily.

Dr. F. R. Scott Declares 
Liberties Threatened

"Although civil liberties have greatly increased in Can- 
ada during the past ten years, the increasing practice of 
'thought control' on this continent is a great danger to those 
liberties." 

So said Professor F. R. Scott, Constitutional Law Pro- 
fessor at McGillè to the C.C.F. Club Friday in his speech 
"New Threats to Civil Liberties." 



At the beginning of Ills speech, 
Professor Srott enumerated vari- 
ous liberties that Canadians en- 
joy, such as freedom of assoclat- 
j ion, freedom of 'speech, and tho 
freedom of creating political parl- 
ies. 

"These," he said, "aro excep- 
tional privileges in certain parts 
of the world."

tho right to a Job; tho right to 
health-society ought to provide 
medical cure for those who lack 
tho necessary funds; tho right to 
social Insurance. 

In speaking of civil liberties in 
Canada today, Professor Scott 
praised tho adoption of the Fair 
Employment Practices Act. which 
rules out racial and religious dis- 
crimination while applying for a 
Job, by the Canadian government. 
"Rut," ho added, "ns of now, 
no such art Ims been passed In 
tho province or Quebec." 

Prof. Scott I hen mentioned 
tlm revision or the Criminal 
Code, which he said has been 
drawn up by too many lawyers, 
who have not re-examined the 
basis or the nature or crime, 
ami by tun few sociologists 
psychologists, and economists. 
"I nm sorry to see Hint the 
penalty for the usage of seditious 
words lias been raised from two 
to seven years," said he.

Queen's Debating Team Wins 
Home-and-Home Series

The Province of Quebec is essential to Canada; without it our nation would be- 
come a third rate power. This was proved to the satisfaction of the judge as presented 
by a debating team from Queen's University in the second intercollegiate debate of the 
year here at the Union on Friday night. 1 

Michael Armstrong and Allen Kear of Queen's upheld tho affirmative of the reso- 
lution "Resolved that without the Province of Quebec Canada would be a third rate pow- 
er." David Patterson, BCL 2, and Tony Graham, J3A 3, took the negative of the resolu- 
tion for McGill. Judge Boris Bcrbrier awarded the decision to Queen's on the basis that 
the affirmative rebuttal, delivered by Mr. Armstrong, cancelled out many of the negative'! 
arguments. 



Armstrong, speaking first for 
tho affirmative, openod his speech 
by addressing tho audience with 
a few words of French. Return- 
ing to English he stated that it 
was tho conviction of the affirm- 
ative that without Quebec Cana- 
da would bo nothing, It would ho 
a divided nation with a foreign 
power between It and ns such the 
Maritimes and Ontario and tho 
west would never bo able to got 
together.

In case of war, Armstrong con- 
tinued, if Quebec, n sepnrato na- 
tion, wns to side with an enemy 
of Cnnnda's, It would meun a fo- 
reign enomy in tho midst of tho 
natlou.

Arts won 
the decision by upholding the negative of "Resolved that 
compulsory Accounting replace compulsory Latin on the 
Arts curriculum", 

Dan Usher, B.A. Ill and Alison Knox, B.A. Ill repres- 
ented Arts, while Ken Levine and Arnold Eckenberg spoke 
on behalf of the Commerce faculty. 



Arnold Eckenberg, first spenk- 
u, maintained thaï Lutin wnr, a 
dead language and "has by now 
become almost useless." Ecken- 
berg agreed that Latin was valid 
as a basis for studying the Rom- 
ance languages, but went on to 
say that no ono Icarus these lan- 
guages. He was of tlvo opinion 
that Accounting would bo a bet- 
ter training for tho mind than 
Latin is at present. 

Dan Usher refuted this last 
point, saying that "Technical 
training has no place on the Arts 
curriculum." Ho nrgued that if a 
student was looking for a business 
education, hlu place was in the 
faculty of Commerce nnd not in 
Arts. Usher ended I1I3 speech 



Queen's May 
Be Blacklisted 
By Musicians 

it Queen's University continues 
to have "record dances", it will 
bo blacklisted by tho American 
Federation of Musicians. This 
ruling wns presented to tho Stu- 
dents' Society in a letter from 
tho local union secretary. 

The A F of M resented tho fact 
tliat admission was being charg- 
ed for dances at which only re- 
corded music wns being played. 
Tho letter Informed tho students 
that they would bo placed first 
on tho Local Unfair List, and 
then It tho practice continued, on 
tho National Unfair List. 

The letter read In part, "If It 
Is tho intention of any Faculty of 
Queen's, or nny other Student 
body, or any student, to use rec- 
orded music for dancing, where 
there Is n paid admission at the 
door, that is their privilege, as 
they can engage any kind of mu- 
sic they may wish, but on the 
other band it Is also our privilege 
to perform wherever \v« wish, 
and we certainly do not wish for 
I hut kind of employment where 
recorded music is being used at 
dances where I here Is a paid ad- 
mission at the door." 

A ruling of the Union states 
that "it Is against the rules of 
Die Federation for any member 
to perforin hi competition with 
mechanical music."

The date Is June 29, 1812 nnd 
the proclamation is Issued by 
authority of City of Quebec police.

The American Political Scene 

Fear-Ridden or Healthy ? 



Mr. Raman, In his editorial "A New Approach 
to McCarthy", has Indicated a passing knowledge 
of Communist technique, hut exhibits however 
a dire lack of knowledge about American poli- 
tics — particularly about its spirit. It Is this lack 
of Knowledge about the spirit of political action 
; in my country Hint I have found most obvious 
in (hp "Dally". 

•The students are worthy of praise for their 
awareness of events and their Interest in the 
jangled and dynamic political scene. Their res- 
ponsibility for lack of knowledge of It3 spirit l.i 
( mitigated by a force of clrcu instances, for wo 
-cannot require of them n kno.vlcdgn which can 
.only be gathered by being 11 living part of til* 
, local and national life of a nation. 

Mr. Raman thinks that "It. Is not safe to hold 
any radical political views" because of the acti- 
vities of Senator McCarthy. I would like to rclnto 
.just a few things to show you how Americans 
\ react In thcEe circumstances. I havo Just re- 
.;H.celved a letter from my brother, a student in a 
well known university in New York. Ho tells 
me of a not infrequent classroom event whore 
a student attacked the reasons for a Professor's 
attitude on McCarthy. Tho student presented 
his arguments and tho Trofessor r.'tnllnteil. 
While nothing was seemingly accomplished Im- 
mediately, the Issue has become more prominent 
in Iho lives of everyone concerned.. Tho students 
are considering It with a moro pcrsonnl interest, 
and the teacher no dnuht has alBo been roused 
to revlw his opinions and weigh them moro 
carefully. 

In my home during the summer I saw Sena- 
tor McCarthy on a T.V. panel discussion on two 
' separate occasions: he was dehntlng with other 
government officials and Interested citizens. We 
witness this type of discussion at the very least 
once a week. I wish to assure you that tho dis- 
cussion never ended when the panel was over; 
even in a single American family there Is quite 
"' often distinct sides on these Issues. I hnvc taken 
. these examples from a limited sphere but thi 
. • spirit if freedom and discussion they exhibit is 
*ygulte universal In tho family and political life of 
v^the U.S. 

♦The fears of Mr. Raman lhat Senator Mc- 
'fCarthy has created fear, unreasonable doubt, 
■usplclon, and disruption are not justified If one 
understands the spirit of American life. Qulle 
t the contrary the country thrives on it and always 
. will. There Is no fear because tho American 
, people are hnslcally optimistic; they trust In God 
.and & political system which permits thorn to 
. discuss their Issues and change things If they 
to wish. 

Mr. Raman says "It Is not wise to go loo 
" deeply into Marxism and the 1 Russian Interpre- 
tation thereof", and thin also is due to Scnnlor 
McCarthy. Such a bold conclusion Is not war- 
ranted by anything previously stated, nor by my 
', knowledge of life in tho United States. There 



are still excellent Russian Institutes in Harvard, 
Yale, Fordham and Columbln; there tho subtle- 
ties of Marxism nnd Dialectic Materialism are 
seriously considered. I am also sure that the 
students, of whom I was one, still rend what- 
ever paper they wish on the N.Y. subways — It 
Is a common thing to sco two people stnnding 
next to each other, one rending tho "Times" nnd 
the other the "I'ost" or such extreme papers as 
Iho "Daily Worker" Our libraries abound In lite- 
rature on tlicso subjects. It Is not given to all 
men to go too deeply Into the Marxism of 
Russia, hut for thoso who wish lo do so, tho 
opportunities abound. 

As for suspicion, who lire we lo he suspicious 
of? Are wo suspicious of Senator McCarthy, of 
tho present administration, of the past adminis- 
tration, or of our fellow i llUens ? 

Wo havo no reason to bo suspicious of Scnn- 
lor McCarthy because he Is too openly contro- 
versial and no ono will let him get away with 
a thing. It Is understood that what Is happening 
to tho past administration will occur In llko 
manner to tho present. Wo are not suspicious of 
our fellow citizens because wo arc all concerned 
with tho good of our nation as a wholo nnd 
lhat of other nations nnd wc know Hint If there 
are kiiup who nre serving interests alien to tho 
spirit of our lives the type of open debate lhat Is 
at present occupying the American scene is Just 
what Is needed to point them out. 

I am proposing hero a distinction of tho idea 
of suspicion because Mr. Raman thinks that sus- 
picion breeds disrupllon. Ho is certainly Justified 
in thlnkng that It can load to disruption but 
this when It is required that two parlies solvo 
a problem the mihic way. Tho two party system 
of tho U.S. Is tho ossenco of our political life 
and It thrives on a healthy suspicion that forces 
the party In power to "stay on the hnll". It does 
not mnttcr which parly Is in power; it will 
he striving for tho good of the nation — I 
repeat that It Is not necessnry for them to 
achieve It In the same manner, nnd In peace timo 
It Is necessnry for our system that they stand 
for different views. 

I havo tried to point out that the political 
scene of tho U.S. Is not a cage of lions tearing 
each other apart — although I admit that It 
might ho possible for those who nre not Intima- 
tely connected with American llfo to think so. 
Rather there Is n very healthy degree of debate 
going on nnd p(!ople are awaro of Issues and 
concerned over their outcome. Tho American two 
party system thrives on this typo of dynamism 
and tho American citizen in tho midst of it like- 
wise thrives. It is only when you take him out 
of tho swift current of affairs that he becomes 
suspicious to the point of "disruption". 

Canndlans need not fear for the United 
States, rather pray for Its continued well being 
nnd keep lip their Interest In Its affairs. j

Lincoln - A Subversive 



Despite the recent unjustified attacks on the 
person of Senator McCarthy, wo are of the true 
Americans who realizo the urgent necessity of 
. his work and the great job he has done. In his 
effort to combnt the mennce to tho security of 
, the free world his hnttlng average has been near- 
ly perfect. But there Is one very Important case 
•where he struck out. On November 2-1, 105.1, In 
his speech from New York, ho quoted Abraham 
Lincoln, :former President of tho United Stales, 
■ and we Inferred from his statement that ho re- 
garded Lincoln with esteem. Our Investigation 
has proved this esteem to be unjustified. 

Wo know that Lincoln Is nothing but a dead 
politician, yet Lincolnlsm still exists. For tho 
benefit of the misguided Lincoln Republicans, 
we would llko to expose the true facts. The be- 
trayal of a government by Its officials must be 
exposed at all times, and It Is our duty, to pursue 
every hint of betrayal wherever It may occur. 

On July 4, 1863, General Meade, Commander 
of tho Union armies, refused to nttack tho Con- 
federate armies when .he nnd them In n position 
where defeat was Inevitable.

coin said, and we quote: "They bring the docu- 
ments to me, hut I do not read them." If this 
was a' matter of mere omission, it might ho for- 
glvable. But' a further examination of Lincoln's 
speeches reveals tho sinister un-Amcrlcan nnd 
nnll-cnpltalist motives behind Ids actions. 

Point 1: In his speech to Congress on July 4, 
Lincoln clearly revealed his pro-labour, antl- 
capltallst convictions. "Labour Is prior to, and 
Indcpendcntv.of, capital. Capital is only the fruit 
nf labour and could never havo existed If labour 
had not first existed. Labour is tho superior of 
capital and deserves much tho higher consider- 
ation. A few men own capital, and that few 
avoid labour themselves nnd with their capltnl 
hire or buy other few to labour for them." Need 
we sny more? 

Point 2: Ills love of labour explains his atti- 
tude towards the strike. "God bo thanked", ho 
said In answer to Douglns, "that wo havo a 
labour system In which people go on strike." 

Point .1: Lincoln was a proletarian and his 
theory of distribution is clearly In direct sym- 
pathy with Marxian analysis. Again wo quote: 
"Twenty flvo years ago, I was a hired labourer. 
Inasmuch as most good things aro produced by 
labour, it follows that all such things of right 
belong to those whoso labour has produced them. 
Hut It has so happened, in nil ages of tho world, 
that some havo laboured and others, without 
labour, enjoyed a large proportion of the fruits. 
This is wrong and should not continue. To secure 
to each labourer the wholo product of labour is 
the worthy object of any good government." 

Point. I: Relieving tho clnss struggle lo be 
inevitable he reaffirms and justifies tho Com- 
munist Theory of Revolution. "This country and 
its constitution belongs to tho people who In- 
habit It. Whenever they grow weary of the exist- 
ing go\ eminent, they can exercise their revolut-
